Tliiu Line of Entrenched Soldiers 


Guard* Ike City of Manila. 


Manila, March 1», via San Francisco, 


April 17.—War has become so corn- 
elated Press.—War has become so com- 
monplace an experience to Manila that 
the average citizen no longer thinks of 
becoming excl ted over it. Every night's 
quiet is shaken by the firing from the 
line encompassing' the city. Every morn- 
ing brings its pitiful little consignment 
of uncomplaining wounded to the hos- 
pital. 
Manila form an American oasis 


I In the island of Luzon. 
Around the 


i city stretches a thin line 15 miles long of 


, entrenched soldiers. 
' 
The Filipino goes into the Held un- 


encumbered 
with 
useless baggage. 


Trousers, a shirt worn outside, a straw 
hat, cartridge belt and rifle, a section of 
bamboo stalk filled with rice, a hand- 
ful of green peppers tied in a handker- 
chief, sometimes sandals—these form 
the equipment of a Filipino soldier. No 
finer country for defensive fighting, and 
no more embarrassing for offensive oper- 
ations than the land around Pasig lake 
could be imagined. 


The Chinese are the scavengers of the 


war. 
Like vultures they hover in the 


wake of the army, flocking down upon 
the ashes of every hut and the ruins 
of churches to dig out stuff that no white 
man could possibly use. 
Some of them 


peddle water and cigarets on the line. 
One, 
more daring than others, crept 


along the trenches of the Kansas regn- 
ment under a. hot fire and did good trade. 
When competitors appeared he hast&ned 
to point out to them the spot where a 
soldier had been wounded, seemingly 
impressing on them the dangers of their 
position, for they ran away. 


The forces of destruction are concen- 


trated upon the churches. 
They are 


all solid buildings of stone, so the nr.tives 
use them as forts. 
Some churches have 


served as the keystone of every Fuipino 
defense, and the American artillery is 
compelled to batter them. 
Caloocan 


church is a picture of the havoc-of war. 
There General MacArthur has hTs head- 
quarters. 
The roof, a sky blue fresco, 


studded with gilt stars, has jagged holes 
where shells from Dewey's ships cams 
through. 


Within the chancel rail is the office of 


the staff, and the pulpits are used for 
desks. 
The rail holds a string of sad- 


dles, a telephone hangs 
beside tha 


statue of a saint, while the telegraph 
clicks Incessantly in an alcove. 
Cots 


and hammocks fill the body of the 
church, where soldiers are sprawled out 
smoking and reading when off duty. A 
hospital occupies a chapel in a corner. 
The soldiers do not lack reverence, but 
everything must bend before tlheir work.

Uncle Sam Ready to Settle. 
_ 


Washington, April 17,—Through th« 


French embassy the department of state 
has notified the Spanish government 
that it stands prepared to pay at any 
time the $20,000,000 named in the treaty 
of peace as the sum to be paid on ac- 
count of the cession of the Philippines. 
The Spanish government has been told 
that the payment will be made in United 
States gold coin or in gold bars at its 
option, and the only condition attached 
la that the payment shall be made at 
New Yorli It has been suggested that 
owing to this last requirement the Span- 
ish government might incur substantial 
loss through the payment of the commis- 
sion necessary to transfer BO large a. sum 
of money across the Atlantic. It is 
pointed out at the state department, 
however, that the United States govern- 
ment offers to pay the $20,000,000 three 
months in advance of the time allowed 
by the treaty, and that the interest for 
that time would very mucff mor* than 
pay the commission on the movement of 
the gold.

NURSING THE GRANT'S SICK. 


Volunteer NarneN' Excellent Work. 
Incident* of the Voyage to Manila. 


Mrs. Whitelaw Keid has sent to Ad- 


jutant General Corbin at Washington 
a copy of a lelter she recently received 
from Miss Marjorie Henshell, one of the 
volunteer nurses who went to the Phil- 
ippines on the trans-port Grant. The 
letter, which was mailed at Colombo on 
Feb. 35, is as follows: 


"I beg to report everything satisfac- 


tory with regard to the nurses' work. 
UD to tbe present there have been 450 
patients cared for in hospital. The offi- 
cers and their families have kept tolera- 
bly well I have, however, a few of the 
women on my list. The Red Cross sup- 
plies have been simply invaluable and 
enable me to do so much more in tho 
way of special diet. The surgeon in 
charge told me this morning that he in- 
tends to make special mention of the 
excellent work done by the nurses dur- 
ing the voyage, together with the ad- 
vantages derived from Red Cross sup- 
plies, in his report to the surgeon gen- 
eral. The temperature ranges from 86 
to 92 degrees F. We are experiencing 
much discomfort and inconvenience 
from the fact that much of our light 
clothing has been ruined by damp. I 
hope to be able to get several neces- 
saries at Colombo. General Lawton is 
all anxiety to get to Manila with tbe 
least possible delay. 


"A nice little incident occurred on 


Sunday. We overtook an English steam- 
er, and after exchanging salutes a sailor 
on the Britisher, with incredible alac- 
rity, got down on tbe side of their ship 
and in large white letters wrote 'Good 
Luck.' Our band then struck up 'God 
Save the Queen,' amid loud cheering 
and dipping of flags. All the soldiers 
were on deck and enjoyed the evidence 
of good will so far from home. I am 
certain we will have plenty of work, 
and I am glad to report that thus far 
everything has been satisfactory to the 
•nrgeons."—New York Tribune.

Train Thundered Over Them. 


Two Polish girls of Pittsfielfl, Mass., 


of the name of Lavinski had a narrow 
escape from a horrible death on tbe 
Consolidated road recently, and nothing 
but great presence of mind saved them, 
writes a correspondent for the Boston 
Globe. 


They were crossing the bridge over 


tbe river between Housatonic and Glen- 
dale known as the Red bridge. When 
about half way across, the south bound 
milk train came around the curve at 
high speed and bore down upon them. 
The engineer blew his whistle and put 
on the brakes, but could not stop the 
train. The girls saw that there was not 
time to get to the end of the bridge be- 
fcre the train would be upon them. 
With remarkable presence of mind 
they got down between the crosspieces 
of the bridge, and, taking a firm hold 
on the ties, swung off over the river just 
as the heavy train thundered upon tbe 
bridge. Their situation was extremely 
perilous, for the ties were icy, the cold 
was intense and the bridge swayed and 
trembled under the weight of the train. 


The engineer stepped his train as 


speedily as possible and wioh bis fireman 
and the other trainhands hurried back. 


j They expected to see tbe girls lying on 


tbe ice, far below, but found them cling- 
ing desperately to the ties. They were 
almost exhausted when rescued from 
their dangerous position. They were 
taken to Great Barringtcn on the train, 
being cared for by the trainmen and 
passengers. They could not speak a 
word of English, and nothing could be 
learned as to who they were or where 
they belonged. The Great Harrington 
people sent for some Poles and their 
identity was established. The passen- 
gers and trainmen were warm in their 
praises of the girls for their plnck in 
averting instant death under the wheels 
of the train.

C*ll« It «• Hypocritical Arr»n*e- 


munt" to Hide tbe One Measm of 
Obtaining Peace—Retain) to Enter 
Military Service th« Oaly Way to 
Unlvemul Disarmament. 
It is said that the easiest and surest 


way to universal disarmament is by in- 
dividuals refusing to take part in mili- 
tary service. This is most jnst. I am 
even ot opinion that this is the only 
way to escape from the terrible and 
ever increasing miseries of wardoni 
(militarism). But that at the confer- 
ence which is about to assemble at the 
czar's invitation tbe question should he 
debated whether men who refuse mili- 
tary service may not be employed on 
public works instead appears to me 
quite a mistaken idea—in the first 
place, because the conference itself can 
be nothing bntoneof those hypocritical 
arrangements which aim, not at peace, 
but, on the contrary, at hiding from men 
the one means of obtaining universal 
peace which the foremost men are now 
beginning to discern. 


The conference; it Is eaid, will aim, 


if not at disarmament, then at check- 
ing the increase of armaments. It is 
supposed that at this conference the 
representatives of governments will 
agree to cease increasing their forces. 
If so, the question involuntarily pre- 
sents itself, How will the governments 
of those countries act which at tbe time 
of this meeting happen to be weaker 
than their neighbors? Such govern- 
ments will hardly agree to remain in 
that 
condition—weaker than their 


neighbors—or, if they have attch firm 
belief in the validity of the stipulations 
made by the conference as to agree to 
remain weaker, why should they not be 
weaker still ? Why speed money on an 
army at all ? 


If, again, tbe business of the confer- 


ence will be to equalize the fighting 
forces of tbe various states and to keep 
them stationary, then, even could such 
an impossibly balance be arrived at, 
the question involuntarily arises, Why 
need the governments stop at such 
armaments as now exist ? Why not de- 
crease them? 
Why need Germany, 


France and Russia have, say, for in- 
stance, 1,000,000 men each, and not 
500,000, or why not 10,000 each, or 
why not 1,000 each? If the diminution 
is possible, why not reduce to a mini- 
mum 1 And finally, why not, instead of 
armies, have champions—David and 
Goliath—and settle international ques- 
tions according to tbe results of their 
combats? 


It is eaid that tbe conflicts between 


governments are to be decided' by arbi- 
tration. But, apart from tbe fact that 
the disputes will be settled not by rep- 
resentatives of the people, but by repre- 
sentatives of tbe governments, .and that 
there is'no guarantee that the decisions 
will be just ones, who is to carry out 
the decisions of tbe court? The army? 
Whose army ? That of all the powers. 
But the strength of those armies is un- 
equal. Who, for instance, .on the conti- 
nent is to carry out a decision which ia 
disadvantageous,- say, for Germany, 
Russia and France-allied together? Or 
who, at sea, will carry ouf'a decision 
contrary to the interests of England, 
America and France? The arbitrator's 
sentence against the military violence 
of states will be carried out by military 
violence—that is to say, the thing that 
has to be checked is to be tbe instru- 
ment by which it is to be checked. To 
catch a bird put salt on its tail. 


But if, as appeared from tbe explana- 


tions that followed' tbe manifesto, it 
will be an aim of the conference to pro- 
hibit implements of destruction which 
seem particularly cruel—and why, while 
they are about it, not try to prohibit 
the seizure of letters, tbe falsification 
of telegrams, tbe spy system; and all 
the terrible meannesses which form an 
integral part of military defense—such 
prohibition to use in strife all the means 
that exist is just as impracticable as it 
is to forbid people fighting for. their 
lives to strike tbe most sensitive parts 
of tbe body. And why ia a wound or 
death from an explosive bullet worse 
than a wound from the most ordinary 
bullet or splinter, inflicted on a very 
tender part ? Tbe suffering in that case 
also reaches the utmost limit, and is 
followed by just the same death as re- 
mits from any other weapon. 


Tbe aim of the conference will be 


not to establish peace, bat to bide from 
men tbe scle means of escape from tbe 
miseries of war, which lies in the re- 
fusal by private individuals of all par- 
ticipation in the murders of war. And, 
therefore, tbe conference can on no ac- 
count accept for discussion the question 
•uggested. 


Armies will only be diminished and 


abolished when people cease to trust 
governments and themselves seek salva- 
tion from the miseries that oppress 
them, and seek safety not by the com- 
plicated and delicate combinations of 
diplomats, but in the. simple fulfillment 
of that law, binding npon every man, 
inscribed in all religions teachings and 
present in every heart, not to do to 
others what yon wi.s.h them not to do 
to you—above all, not to slay your 
neighbors. 


Armies will first diminish and then 


disappear only when public opinion 
brands with contempt 'those who, 
whether from fear or for advantage, 
sell their liberty and enter the ranks of 
those murderers called soldiers, and 
when the men BOW ignored and even 
blamed—who. in despite of ill the per- 
secution and suffering they nave borne, 
have refused to yield tbe 'control of 
their actions into tb« 'band* of others 
and become tbe tools of murder—are 
tecogniwd by pnblte opinion 'to be the 
foremost cbinpioM and benefactors of 
mankind. Only tbm will nmi» flnt 
diminish end. tbe* qai* dJuppfttr and 
* new cu U tbe M* of mankind will 
commence. And that time }t wag. 


And that U wby I think'that the re- 


fti8«]s to *«ve in the army are facts of 


emancipate mankind from tbe nnaema 
of war, But the opinion that tbe con- 
ference may conduce toward this is 
quite an error. Tbe conference can only 
divert people's eyes from tbe sole path 
leading to safety and to liberty.—Inde- 
pendent

IN A ROCK CRYPT. 


Mtunmiei of Ancient Cliff Dwellcri 


Found' til -Arizona. 


The mummies of three ancient cliff 


dwellers have recently been discovered 
in a hillside near old Camp Verde, A. T. 
They were found in a crypt dug into 
the solid rock and tightly sealed by a 
wall of masonry, the interior of the 
crypt being ueatly plastered. A number 
of mummies have been taken from these 
cliffs in times past, all of them being 
those of pygiiiies, with a cranial forma- 
tion distinctly Mongolian. Those re- 
cently found are so small as to be tbose 
of children. They were wrapped in a 
single cotton blanket, which was intact 
and has been saved, except tbe portion 
that was between the bodies and the 
ground. 


It is usual for all cloth and even wood 


found in such crypts to crumble on ex- 
posure to the air, but Ibis blanket tex- 
ture is still firm. A string of rough

Cannon Front the Maria. Teresa Will 


Be Placed In Lincoln Park. 


Chicago has the honor of being the 


first city to secure a trophy of the battle 
of Santiago Bay in the phape of a can- 
non captured from the Spanish battle- 
dhip Maria Teresa. It will be placed in 
Lincoln park within a few days. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the commissioners learn- 
ed a few of the guns would be condemn- 
ed as useless by the war department and 
they immediately took steps to secure 
one for Lincoln park. They received 
word from Washington recently that 
through the efforts of Congressman 
Henry Sherman Boutell the big gun 
would be brought to Chicago. 


The gun on its arrival at Lincoln 


park will be placed at the foot of North 
avenue. It is a steel gun 20 feet long, 
weighs 5% tons, and will be accompa- 
nied with the shield behind which the 
Spanish gunners took refuge during the 


' memorable engagement which practi- 


cally drove Spain from this hemisphere. 
The gun was used while the battle of 
Santiago was in progress, and not until 
Admiral Cerv era's flagship was com- 


I pelled to surrender did it cease pouring 


projectiles into the American fleet. It 
is now at the Washington navy yard, 
but together with the shield, in all 
weighing between 10 and 12 tons, will 
be loaded on a Pennsylvania car and 
sent direct to Chicago. Congressman 
Boutell visited the navy department and 
secured the necessary permission from 
Secretary Long for the shipment of the 
trophies within a day or two. The Lin- 


Ncoln park commissioners are hoping to 
secure two other guns from the sunken 
Spanish fleet, cne of which will Be 
placed in front of the Lincoln monu- 
ment and the other beside the Grant 
monument, so that on next Fourth of 
July a salute from the Spanish cannon 
will be part of Chicago's programme in 
celebrating the first anniversary of the 
victory of Santiago Bay. Commissioner 
Joseph Dnntou is enthusiastic over the 
success of the board in securing the can- 
non for the park. "The credit princi- 
pally belongs to Congressman Bon tell," 
he said, "who was unremitting in bis 
efforts. to secure the coveted trophy for 
Chicago."— Chicago Tribune.

Warden Sane. 


Warden Sage of Sing Sing prison re- 


cently nipped in the bud one of the 
most curious as well as one of the most 
ingenious attempts at escape ever made 
by a Sing Sing convict. 


The adroitly concocted plot, more- 


over, which the warden succeeded only 
by the merest chance in spoiling has 
demonstrated that, complete aa the 
system of watching the men, locking 
them up and accounting for thorn 
their cells was supposed to be, there is 
in it a loop through which a particular- 
ly slippery convict might wriggle hia 
way to liberty. The sharp eyes of Con- 
vict James Miller, after a residence in 
the prison of only a few months, detect- 
ed this exit to the outer world, and the 
sharp wits of Convict Miller at once be- 
gan to work on the problem of how he 
could take advantage of it. 


The men are marched in from the 


prisca yard in groups, each with his 
hand on the other's shoulder in the 
shuffling prison lock step. As the groups 
pass through the portal of the great | 
dormitory they file off in 
different 


squads to the respective tiers of cells 
where they belong. Here they are lined 
up, each one before his allotted cell, 
and when they step inside the combina- 
tion lock, fastening a whole row of cells 
at one turn of the key, is thrown and 
the men are bolted in for the night. 


After the locking up conies inspec- 


tion. It is not enough to see the men 
go into the cells. They must be seen, 
each one erect, ready for inspection and 
identification. To this end the prisoner 
as soon as the lock is thrown is required 
to stand at attention in front of bis cell 
door until the guard has passed and 
tallied him. Convict James Miller, who 
occupied cell No. 180 on gallery No. 
4, saw through this elaborate system a 
hole. The idea would have been hope- 
less had he not been what is -called a 
"hall man," which is a convict who

bedding is kept in another part of the 


, prison. The hall men do not have to get 
| a pass to go to the bedding room and do 


not have to report when they get back. 


Miller planned to make an excuse to 


change a pillow on a cot and thus go 
to the bedding room. He decided to do 
this a few minutes before the men filed 
in to be put into their cells. In the 
shuffle he hoped be would not be missed 
and would be in the bedding room with 
eaay access to the yard and the walla. 
There would still be the cell inspection. 
Instead of the striped figure and well 
known features of Convict Miller stand- 
ing 
before the cell doer the guard 


would see only vacancy, and instantly 
an alarm would be given. 


Miller decided that he must have 


some sort of a representative to take 
his place at the cell door when the in- 
spection was made, and he decided to 
manufacture a dummy. The dummy 
must have a head, and, what was hard- 
est of all, the head must have features 
that sufficiently resembled those of 
Convict Miller to deceive a guard stand- 
ing not more than two feet away. 


To solve this difficulty Convict Miller 


hit upon the device of making a plaster 
of paris mask of his own face, and to 
do this he set about getting together 
some plaster of paris. This was not so 
very difficult. The article is kept in the 
jobbing room, and several convicts have 
access to it. One of these Miller took 
into his confidence to a certain extent 
and soon bad several pounds of the ma- 
terial. He knew he uust have grease on 
his face when he, applied the plaster, 
and this he obtained by getting vaseline 
fronrthe apothecary shop from time to 
time on various pretexts and carefully 
hoarding it. 


When all was ready, he mixed the 


plaster of paris in his cell wash kettle 
with water and worked it to about the 
proper consistency. Then he pressed 
his greased face down into' the mass, 
leaving a well defined mold. Next he 
scraped the vaseline from bis face, and j 
with that and what he had left greased 
the mold itself. Into this be pressed 
more moistened plaster of paris, and 
when he lifted the cast away the result 
was a perfect reproduction of the fea- 
tures of Convict Miller. 
' It was, of course, of a ghastly white 
color, and Miller got a number of col- 
ored pencils. He had only gone BO far 
as to make large black pupils for the 
eyes when his plan was discovered and 
bis work of months was undone. Miller 
fead not the remotest suspicion that 
anything was wrong up to the moment 
the blow fell. Early one evening Ward- 
en Sage suddenly gent for him to come 
to tho prison office. 


"Miller," said the warden, "do you 


know anything about blacksmithing ?"

The Bryan dinner in New York Sat- 


urday evening was a success so far as

could make it. Mr. Bryan reviewed the 
Chicago platform, laying great stress 
upon the sliver, anti-injunction and 
anti-trust planks. He defended an in- 
come tax law and denounced militar- 
ism and government without the con- 
sent of the governed. The warning he 
gave to the Croker democracy in his 
talk about political "bigamists" was as 
interesting as anything he said. He 
preached that there cou'Jd not be har- 
mony in the democratic party without 
surrender by either the Chicago plat- 
form men or anti-Chicago platform | 
men, and he lefr no doubt as to who j 
he meant should surrender. Mr. Bryan 
is aiming to build a platform to give : 
refuge to everyone but the administra- ( 
tion supporters and gold standard men. ] 
It Is evident that he thinks there are ! 
enough outside of these two classes to 
insure his election to the presidency. 


"Congress has authorized the coinage 


of 50,000 silver dollars of new design, 
which are to represent Uncle Sam's 
subscription to the monument to La- 
fayette which is to be erected in Paris. 
On one side, of the coin will probably 
appear Lafayette's prayer for the 
United States (about forty words), and 
on the other, probably the faces of 
Washington and La.fayette, and per- 
haps those of Lincoln and Grant also. 
President McKinley was invited to ap- 
pear on the coin with his four eminent 
predecessors, but resolutely declined. 
Paul Bartlett and Karl Bitter are ex- 
pected to offer competitive designs for 
the sculptural part of the monument, 
and it is expected that there will be 
something ready, either in permanent 
material or In staff, which can be un- 
veiled on July 4, 1900. Perhaps the 
architectural part may be completed by 
that time in its true material, with the 
statue in staff in tis place."—E. S. Mar- 
tin, in Harper's Weekly. 


How they are striving to push At- 


torney General Knowlton as the repub- 
lican choice for governor down the 
throats of the people. The Haverhill 
Gazette takeS this politic way of cnrry- 
ing on the campaign: "The Attorney 
general, his friends declare with much 
emphasis, is too large a man to be ex- 
pected to serve an apprenticeship in 
second place. Having served in both 
branches of the legislature, and dis- 
charged the responsible duties of at- 
torney general for five years, they re- 
gard him as exceptionally well quali- 
fied for the highest office within the 
gift of the people of the commonwealth 
and now propose, provided his consent 
can be secured, to make the eflort of 
their lives in his behalf.

After a Little Gun Practice on Rebellious 


Chinese on Hong Kong Mainland. 


Hong Kong, April 17.—The villagers of 


Tal-Poo-Su, one of the newly acquired 
places in the British territory on the 
Hong Kong mainland, who broke out in 
rebellion on Friday, burned some of the 
British sheds and then retired to the 
hills, and fired upon the British troops 
who were sent to quell the disturbances. 


The British returned the fire, scat- 


tering: the Chinese and killing some. The 
British suffered no casualties. 


As the result of the conflict, the gov- 


ernor of Hong Kong went immediately 
In the cruiser Brisk, with a regiment, 
landed and hoisted the British flag in 
the Kow-Loon extension. The Chinese 
headmen sent a. deputation to apologize 
for the disorders. 


Insurgents Taking Advantage. 


Manila, April 17.—During the absence 


of Major General Lawton's expedition to 
the Santa Cruz district, on the south- 
eastern side of Laguna de Bay, the in- 
surgents have been concentrating at the 
northern end of the lake near Pasig, and 
the American scouts report that several 
thousand are already there. 


Two hundred and fifty Chinamen from 


Santa Cruz have arrived here. They left 
the town owing to their fear that the 
rebels, on re-entering it, would wreak 
vengeance upon them for favoring the 
Americans. 


Because Italy Objected. 


Rome, April 17.—The Tribuna asserts 


that the papal internuncio at The Hague 
has been ordered to absent himself from 
the city before the meeting of the peace 
conference on May 18. Assuming that 
the statement of The Tribuna is correct, 
the instructions to the internuncio are 
the Vatican's protest against non-repre- 
sentation at the peace conference, which 
the Italian government insisted upon as 
a condition precedent to sending an 
Italian delegate. 


Left to Arbitration. 


Bay City, Mich., April 17.—Operation 


of the street cars in the Bay cities has 
been resumed, with the cars in charge of 
the union men who struck nine d.iys ago. 
~uth sides agreed to submit all ih3 mat- 
ters at issue to the state board of arbi- 
tration. Pending the decision of this 
board, the company agreed to re-engage 
all the strikers as proposed some- days 
ago by the mediation committee of tne 
common council.

FINE PRESENT FBOM A MOSABJH. 


Kin* O««*r «f >wede» Semdi * Jewel 


to A««l>tMt Secretary Helklvjoha 
and Offer* Knighthood — Improve, 
ment* In Tent* For the Army—Span- 
tih War Tendons. 


Lieutenant J. M Ellicott baa care- 


fully examined the wrecks of the Span- 
ish ships at Manila and basdrnwn gome 
interesting conclusions from the effect 
of the fire of the American fleet. Bays 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune. He calls attention to 
a number of features which will prob- 
ably engage the remedial action of the 
ordnance officers. 
' 


Lientenant Ellicott finds that the 


sides of iron and steel built ships do not 
arrest projectiles enough to eyplode 
them. In otber words, tbe shells per- 
forate th,e sides of steel crnisers with- 
out much damage beyond tearing a hole 
through tbe metal, and if tbe apertnre 
is above tbe water line tbeie is no great 
danger. 


There bas always been an effort on 


the part of ordnance officers to develop 
tbe steel shell so as to penetrate armor, 
and this desire and attempt have pro- 
duced a shell which, it now appears, goes 
through the side of a ship eo success- 
fully that the shell will not explode and 
do tbe damage it should. Anotber irn- 
| portant point is tbat tbe gun shields 
upon which tbe crews depend for pro- 
tection from an enemy's fire cannot be 
trusted to preserve tbe gunners from 
disaster when tbe rauges are over 2,500 
yards. With tbe increased range the 
shot secures a velocity which speedily 
annihilates a gun shield and makes it 
more fatal to tbe gun crew behind it 
than the shell would be. He also finds 
that a warship will be placed bora dn 


I combat by flames and tbe destruction 
of tbe personnel long before the vessel is 
sunk by gun fire. 


King Oscar of Sweden has. conferred 


knigbtbood upon Gecrge D. Meiklejobn, 
assistant secretary of war, and bas dec- 
| orated him with tbe insignia of tbe 
Boyal Order of the Sword, says the 
Washington representative of the Chi- 
cago Times-Herald. Secretary Meikle- 
jobn is barred by the constitution of 
the United States from accepting tha 
knigbtbood, but be will retain tbe jewel 
wbicb tbe Swedish monarch sent witb 
tbe patent. 


During the war with Spain Mr. 


Meiklejobn, while acting as secretary 
of war, was visited by Minister A. Grip, 
representing Sweden and Norway, who 
asked permission for attaches of bis maj- 
esty's army to accompany tbe Ameri- 
can forces throngh the Cuban and Porto 
Ejcan campaigns. Secretary Meikle- 
john readily issued tbe necessary an- 
thority and credentials to the foreign 
officers, who accompanied tbe minister, 
and it is presumed King Oscar has con- 
ferred the knightly honor on the Amer- 
ican in recognition of this courtesy. 


Minister Grip brought the patent of 


knigbtbood to Secretary Meiklejohn, 
but the latter was compelled by tbe con- 
stitutional provision to return it to him 
with an explanation of why he could 
not accept tbe honor. It is customary 
in such cases to send the patent to tbe 
state department, •wbich was dene in 
this instance, but the American war 
office was permitted to return the in- 
signia cf kn-^htbood. The insignia of 
the order is a golden star beautifully 
mounted and pendent from a bar. 


Tbe army has been having some trou- 


ble witb its shelter tents, according to 
the Chicago Tribune's Washington cor- 
respondent. T'be reports of the officers 
in tbe field indicate tbat tbe tents are 
but poor protection against tropical 
rains and that they are waterproof only 
by the addition of heavy rubber blan- 
kets, wbicb add to the weight carried by 
the soldier, to tbe manifest impediment 
of his progress. Already quartermasters 
have under consideration a sample tent 
which will be letted in tbe Philippines. 
It is devised by Captain John S. Parke 
of the Twenty-first infantry, who bas 
been in Washington and who has jnst 
gone to Manila to join his command. 
Tbe Parke tent is cf heavier material 
than tbe old shelter tent, and is made 
of twilled duck. It is sa arranged that 
it may be tised as a hammock for the 
support of two men, 
the tent polas being 


hammock supporters. The poles also , 
form the handles of two intrenching I 
tools, a pick and a shovel, each made of 
aluminium, of wbich material tbe poles 
are made. The tent will also serve aa a 
covering for the blanket roil carried by 
tha troopers. 


Tbe same officer has invented a sub- 


stitute for the old wooden field desk, 
the cnmbersomeness of which has been 
an annoyance to tbe officers. The new 
device is a bag to bo slung over the I 
shoulder, weighing about 10 or 13 
pounds, against tbe 150 pounds of the 
old desk. Compartments are provided 
for the various blanks and reports 
wbicb mast be made out by officers in 
the field, and there are tubes attached 
for tbe preservation of writing ma- 
terials, mucilage, etc. 


Veterans of the civil wa> will wonder 


•when they read tbat within less than a 
year from tbe beginning of the war 
with Spain 11,000 volunteers have ap- 
plied for pensions, says the St. Lonis 
felobe-Democrat's Washington repre- 
sentative. In some regiments the aver- 
age bas reached one in three. In others 
it is lower. But the amazing fact is 
that some regiments of volunteers which 
were never tiudtr fire have now 200 to 
800 applications for pensions on file. 
Over 90 per cent of the thousands of 
claims filed by these late volunteers are 
for disease incurred in tbe service and 
tbe most of them are for "malaria-"

Warship Receives an Enthusiastic Reception on 


Her Return to New York. 


New York, April 17.—The career of the 


cruiser Raleigh, from the time she left 
this port nearly two years ago until her 
return home Saturday night, has been a 
remarkable one. The accounts of her 
participation in the fight at Manila are

Amid 
a dead silence he mounted one of the poop 
ladders and said: "I want to read the 
proclamation of the governor general of 
Manila to let you see what he thinks-of 
you." 


(Consul General Williams had'brought 


a translation of this remarka,ble docu- 
ment, which had been published In all 
the papers and placarded over the town 
on the 23rd—the day he left Manila.)

ment we listened to its language. "We 
were composed of all the social ex- 
crescences of the world. A squadron 
manned by foreigners, possessing neither 
instruction nor discipline, was coming 
to their archipelago to try to rob them of 
life, honor and liberty." We were "to 
enslave the natives, pillage the holy 
Catholic churches and gratify our lust- 
ful passions at the expense of their 
wives and daughters' honor. 


"Vain designs, ridiculous boastings. 


The struggle would be short and de- 
cisive; the God of victories would give 
them Ojje as complete as the righteous- 
nesa ol their cause demanded," etc., etc. 


Towards the close, mutterings among 


the men could be heard and faces were 
seen to draw and assume a look of iron- 
ical amusement and gross determina- 
tion. As he finished the captain said: 
"We run the forts tonight and attack the 
fleet tomorrow morning. Then show 
them what you are made of and can do. 
Pipe down." 


Roar upon roar, cheer upon cheer of 


defiance went up from the crew. Prac- 
tically the same scene was enacted on 
each of the other ships. 


At S p. m. all preparations had been 


made. All lights save one stern light to 
keep position by were extinguished or 
obscured 
The crew were silently sent 


to quarters. Corregidor island, which 
rises in the mouth of the bay, could be 
seen ahead and on our port bow. 
The 


bright moonlight made it seem impos- 
sible that the enemy should not discern 
us. The guns were loaded. As we had 
a long night before ue. and the time when 
the battery would be needed was uncer- 
tain, as the intention was to slip by the 
forts unobserved if possible, the word 
was passed along that th^crew need not 
remain strictly at their stations, but be 
ready for an instant call. The officers 
and gun captains were to remain in the 
immediate vicinity of their guns. 


The merAvere gathered in knots around 


the deck, chatting and laughing in sub- 
dued tone, and watching eagerly the dark 
mass ot Corregidor island and the steady 
course the flagship light etood.

•mall war vessels captured from the 
Spaniards Klst summer, and a fleet of 
about 25 excur&lon steamers and tug 
boats, paraded from Tonpklnsville to 
Grant's tomb, and from there back to 
anchorage la the North river, off Thirty- 
fourth street

The cruiser did not leave her anchorage 


off Tompkinsvilie for the parade up the 
bay and the Hudson river until shortly 
before noon, and an hour before that 
time a drizzling rain commenced to fall, 
and this soon turned into a steady down- 
pour, which continued the remainder 
of the day. 
The air was raw, and the 


officers and men of the Raleigh stood 
upon the decks three hours, drenched to 
the skin and shivering with the cold. 
There were very few people along the 
river front in the lower part of the city, 
owing partly to the weather and partly 
to the fact that the entrances to the 
piers are generally closed on Sundays. 
But great crowds assembled In River- 
side park, overlooking the Hudson, and

Just before arriving off Grant's tomb, 


the cruiser slowed down preparatory to 
turning, and while the cheering and 
whistle blowing were at their height, two 
6-pounders on the Raleigh commenced 
their salute of 21 guns. 
The last shot 


had hardly died away when the Alvarado 
and Sandova! openerl with the national 
salute, and a battery on the shore joined 
in the tribute to the dead president. 
When the salutes were concluded, the 
Raleigh turned slowly and headed down 
the river. 


The run batk to anchorage, off Thirty- 


fourth street, was made slowly, and amid 
the same enthusiasm displayed as on the 
run up the river. 


When the Raleigh finally anchored, she 


was surrounded immediately by a fleet 
of excursion boats, and as fast as these 
could reach her gangway the people 
aboard them climbed on the cruiser and 
extended personal welcome to the officers 
and crew. 
Many relatives and personal 


friends of the officers and men went 
aboard, and the day's celebration con- 
cluded with general and individual re- 
ceptions.

Rome, April 17.—The thanksgiving 


mass at SL Peter's cathedral, which was 
postponed on account of the illness of 
the pope from the anniversary of the 
coronation, was celebrated yesterday in 
the basilica, which was thronged with 
diplomats and foreign notables. The 
pope entered by an interior staircase 
communicating with the chapel of the 
Holy Sacrament. He was preceded by 
a procession of cardinals and prelates 
In full vestments and wearing the triplt 
crown, he was carried to the pontifical 
throne, the congregation raising louo 
acclamation until he took his seat. 
Cardinal Mazzella celebrated mass. At 
its close the pope solemnly gave his 
blessing and was then borne back to his 
private apartments amid renewed ac- 
clamations. 


London, April 17.—The Rome corre- 


spondent of The Daily Telegraph, wh" 
found the contrast between the glittering 
ceremony and the debilitated figure cf 
the pope "more painful than moving,' 
eays: The whole ceremony was unduly- 
hurried. The p-ope remarked to an at- 
tendant afterward: "Ah, how weak 1 
feel. I wonder if thie will go down to 
history as my last appearance at St. 
Peter's." 


The Rome correspondent of The Daily 


News, describing the thanksgiving mass 
yesterday at St. Peter's cathedral, says 
When the pope came into view tne peo 
pie whispered. He had the appearanc 
of a ghost when his face, overshadoweo 
by the glittering tiara, became discern- 
ible, with the dark eyes peering from 
the deep sockets. His hand trembled and 
a sad smile played over the colorless lips 
Holbein might have painted Wm then af 
the personification, of the vanity of hu- 
man splendor. 


With his left hand he waved greetings, 


while the right did its feeble best to 
mark the act of blessing. During the 
mass he sat with folded hands. Twice 
he rose and he was supported while he 
knelt in prayer, reading the benediction. 
His voice was scarcely audible; but, in 
the absolute silence, his first words were 
caught by the assembled multitude. 


He tried to raise himself, but fell back 


and pronounced 'the remainder in a re- 
cumben't position. A loud cry, like the 
bursting of a storm, broke from the con- 
gregation, and the pope, stretching his 
hand in benediction, was carried out.

Hong Kong, Apijil 17.—The villagers of 


Tai-Poo-Su, one of the newly acquired 
places in the British territory on the 
Hong- Kong mainland, who broke out in 
rebellion on Friday, burned some of the 
British sheds and then retired to the 
hills, and fired upon the British troops 
who were sent to quell the disturbances. 


The British returned the fire, scat-

NEW BODY OF CAVALRYMEN, 


Colonel 
V:: Rouarh Rider* For 


the Philippine*. 


Yankton, S. D., is the headquarters 


of a regiment which, if the intention of 
its organizers is carried out, will be- 
come famous under the name of "the 
rough riders of the Philippines," The 
organizer of the regiment is Colonel E. 
F. English of Yankton, a veteran, who 
served with distinction in the civil war. 
Colonel English was born in New Ha- 
ven in 1844 and when 17 years of age 
enlisted as a private in the First Con- 
necticut cavalry volunteers. He served 
three years in this regiment, was made 
prisoner and was afterward promoted 
to captain, but, on account of wounds, 
was not again mustered in. He after- 
ward entered the national guard, with 
the rank of major, was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and then colonel.' He 
has traveled extensively and speaks 
Spanish fluently. 


The regiment of light cavalry that 


Colonel English has raise'd and tendered 
to the president for service in the Phil- 
ippines is composed of two troops each 
from the states of Illinois, Nebraska 
and South Dakota and one trcop each 
from Missouri, Minnesota, Wyoming, 
Iowa, North Dakota and Montana. The 
men have been carefully selected with 
a view to service in the Philippines 
and are as intelligent, agile and "fit" 
a body of cavalrymen as could be found 
in any army in the world. 


The men are to be mounted on ponies 


that are found in the Philippines, and 
which are especially adapted for use in 
the climate of the island, where the 
rough riders are organized to fight. 
The regiment will carry no eabers, the 
saber being a weapon with which the 
men are not familiar, and one that 
would be of little use to them in the 
style of fighting to which they are ac 
cnstomed. Instead, they will be armed 
with repeating rifles and revolvers, and, 
being crack shots to a man, they will 
be experts at bnsb fighting or any other 
style of scrimmage wbere accurate 
shooting is required, and the nature of 
the ground necessitates a quick adapta- 
tion to the enemy's guerrilla tactics. —

It was as clean and 
well written a bit of light comedy as 
has been seen in New York in many a 
year. His "Maister of Woodbarrow," 
which Sothern used in the early days of 
hiis starhood, was also quite pretty, de- 
spite the real stove and the real fire in 
it and the real food which was cooked 
upon it, but his "A Way to Win a Wom- 
an" was, in the opinion of most persons, 
not at all worthy of bis undoubted 
ability.

He has now brought the matter to a 
head with this claim of the office, and 
says he is prepared to fight the case 
out. 


The most important point in the case 


is in regard to the time of his filing the 
petition for a recount. This was done 
a week ago today, two days after the 
close of the adjourned town meeting. 
The law, says that such petitions must 
be made within two days of the elec- 
tion. Mr. Rodgers claims that the elec- 
tion was not over till the adjourned 
meeting was closed, while his oppo- 
nents claim that the election was over 
on 
the election was really held, and that 
tUe petition for a recount was not 
entered in time to be considered. 
If 


the case comes to a test this is the 
point that will have to be decided first. 


Here is the text of the letter in which 


Mr. Rodgers claims the office: 
To the Town Clerk of the Town of 


Adams. 


Sir:—I hereby give you notice, that 


I now claim, that I was elected to the 
office of selectman by the votes of the 
qualified voters of the town of Adams, 
cast at the last town election, to wit:

declared to be elected to said office of 
selectman by the moderator at last 
town meeting, was not duly and legally 
elected to said office, and I contest his 
right to hold said office. 


I believe and have reason that the 
' result of the election as declared in 


town meeting April 3d, 1899, is not the 
truth of the matter, and believe there 
have been errors, mistakes and fraud 
in the counting of such ballots, and in 
counting the marks on said ballots.
